sad  that  he  possessed  oaa  of  the  first 
sad  moat  eaaeallal  aiemeaU  which  go  to 
a  patriot  and  a  good 
•  ooutry,  loyalty  to 
wtlllagBsss  he 
sacrifice*  for  Its  welfare,  these  are  quali¬ 
ties  which  go  to  constitute  a  ia#a  a  oltl- 
in  tha  truant  and  bast  sense.  It 
takes  a  good  deal  morn  than  either  birth 
In  a  certain  country  or  paper*  of  natural- 
to  make  a  man  a  good  citizen . 
Neither  the  one  nor  the  other  wlU 
make  him  a  good  oltU®»  if  ka  makes 
hie  citizenship  rights  aad  prtvliagas 
sarva  purely  selfish  cade.  A  true  citi¬ 
zen  In  ail  bis  acta  as  a  citizen  will  keep 
In  mind  the  iaterMU  Mid  welfare  of  the 
many,  la  fact  of  the  nation  at  l arge.  and 
wlii  tr  necessary  sac rlhce  bis  own  personal 
Interests  to  the  Interest*  of  the  communi¬ 
ty.  Over  fifty  y sage  ago  a  president  of  a  col¬ 
lege  wrote  these  words  •  "  Wh#r>  analyzed 
the  spirit  of  patriotism  consists  of  two 
element#  tha  k>7«  of  country,  and  a  wtll- 
iBgncee  to  employ  the  choicest  powers, 
physical,  intellectual,  aad  moral,  la  ad¬ 
vancing  ltd  Interest,  honor,  and  happi¬ 
ness.” 

This, I  know.U  a  high  standard,  which 
ia  far  too  seldom  reached  in  times  days, 
and  because  It  la  so  seldom  reached  there 
la  all  the  more  reason  why  attention 
should  be  called  to  It  from  the  pulpit, 
aad  such  efforts  as  tha  Essex  County 
Christian  Endeavor  Unlou  la  putting 
forth  be  made  to  atlr  up  a  spirit  of  true 
patriotism,  and  fill  mao  with  noble  con¬ 
ceptions  of  their  rights  end  privileges  as 
citizens.  Though  I  have  always  held, 


ernment  has  la  a  measure  recognized 
the  fact  that  a  loan  who  engages  In  tha 
rum  business  disqualifies  himself  from 
the  full  rights  of  citizenship.  It  la  a  law 
ttat  such  a  man  cannot  hold  any  muni¬ 
cipal  office.  That  la.  no  ag loon-keeper, 
or  dealer  In  rum  e«ta  bid  ft  by  or  or  Aider- 
man  of  any  city,  or  bd  elected  to  any 
u dice  In  the  guferameat  of  cities,  towns, 
or  v Ullages.  The  reason  tor  thin  ia  evi¬ 
dent.  By  the  license  system  the  liquor 
business  and  Government  of  citlaa,  aad 
towns  are  so  connected  that  men  la  office 
having  a  personal  Interest  la  that  bual- 
ueee  might  use  their  office  for  Its  hens- 
tit.  This  the  government  prohibits.  It 
would  be  a  good  thing  If  such  a  law  ex 
Isted  la  every  State  In  the  Union. 

Another  thing.  No  man  whoa#  reli¬ 
gious  belief*  bind  him  In  allegiance  first 
aud  foremost  and  forever  he  the  dictates 
of  the  priest,  bishop,  or  pope  oaa  be  a 
good  citizen  in  this  or  any  othar  country. 
Roman  Catholics  are  bound  under  the 
awful  fear  of  excommunication  from  th# 
rite#  yf  tbs  Church  to  **aro(aa  their 
rights  as  oltlseqa  as  they  are  directed 
and  bidden  by  the  hierarchy.  And  they 
do  thus  act  no  matter  what  the  conse¬ 
quences  to  the  country,  or  evan  tb  the 
political  party  to  which  by  personal  pre¬ 
ference  they  are  allied,  it  Is  known  as 
a  fact  that  can  be  abundantly  prov 
Uiat  Irish  Republicans  west  T6rtU  In 
tne  last  Presidential  election  by  thalr 
pt  ieets  to  vote  for  CleyelAnd,  although 
they  preferred  to  vote  for  Harrison,  the 
reason  being  that  General  Morgan,  who 
was  President  Harrison's  Commissioner 
of  Indian  Affairs,  would  not  allow  himself 
to  be  the  tool  of  the  Roman  Catholics 
in  securing  Urge  appropriation#  tor  the 
support  of  their  sectarian  schools  among 
the  Indiaus.  I  call  attention  to  this 
only  to  Illustrate  what  I  am  trying  to 
set  forth,  namely,  that  no  man  oaa  bs 
good  citizen  who  exercises  his  rights  an 
a  citizen  for  selfish  purposes,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  religious  aeotJrlau  nggraa 
di/ement.  Undoubtedly  the  Roman 
Catholics  have  ovsrstepped  tbs  mark  for 
owe,  and  like  a  boomerang  they  will  yet 
feel  the  reaction  of  their  own  doings. 

A  man  must  be  free  from  the  dictates 
and  despotic  interference  of  ecclesiastical 
rulers  if  he  is  going  to  be  a  trae  citizen 
in  the  country  lu  which  be  lives.  Every 
insu  should  t»e  absolutely  free  in  the 
exercise  of  bis  rights  aad  privileges  as 
citizen.  H«-  should  be  Indeed,  as  Is  so 
frequently  claimed  in  this  country, 
-•••vereign  <-itUeu,  sovereign  of  his  own 


that  the  lee*  the  pulpit  ••ouactance  uud  of  bis  own  acts,  aod  uo 


qiMMIjr.  tAMffiHH|Conomical  lu  use,  aad 
always  sur#  to  give  uniform  results,  1 
did  what  every  Intelligent  housekeeper 
who  keeps  pace  with  the  process  In 
domestic  science  would  du,  adopted 
Cleveland's  Baking  Power  aud  have  used 
It  ever  since. 

Under  these  circumstances  It  is 
certainly  not  just  toward  ms  or  the 
public  for  a  manufacturer  to  continue  to 
use,  lu  spite  of  my  earnest  protest,  an 
old  testimonial,  (frequently,  too,  with  the 
date  suppressed),  and  one  that  In  the 
rapid  growth  of  the  culinary  art  may 
fairly  bs  remembeied  us  outlawed.

natures  greatest  purifiers  aud  preserver**, 
so  the  Church  should  by  her  power  aad 
purity  never  cease  to  exert  u  purifying 
Influence  upon  society,  and  help  preserve 
theaouatry  from  a  corrupt  u*euf  the  pri¬ 
vileges  of  cltlzeaahlp.  Iudeed,  the  Inter¬ 
est*  of  Christianity  itself  demand  that 
with  no  uncertain  sound  God  s  servants 
should  fearlessly  polntout  tbe  perils  that 
threaten  to  destroy  tbe  right*  end  privi¬ 
leges  of  true  citizenship,  end  should  at 
tha  same  time  call  attentlou  to  those 
moral  principles  which  should  govern 
all  men  In  the  exercise  of  those  rights 
aod  privileges.  We  desire  tele  morn!  eg 
to  consider  some  things  whl£h  are  ne- 
oeeeary  to  good  cltlzeaahlp  It  will  be 
Impossible  to  cover  all  tbe  subject,  but 
there  are  some  very  Important  princi¬ 
ples  to  wblcb  attention  should  be  called. 

First.  /  k tlies*  tkat  pood  citisenskip  in¬ 
volve a  the  possession  of  kigk  moral  princi¬ 
ple*.  I  do  not  nay  that  aa  Immoral  mao 
cannot  love  bln  country,  or  caaaot  pos¬ 
ses*  a  certain  amount  of  loyalty  to  Its 
material  lota  rests.  Ra  may.  Rut  I  do 
nay  that  aa  Immoral  maa  lacks  that  bal¬ 
ance  aad  sensitiveness  of  conscience 
which  nr#  no  n#nontlal  to  enable  a  man 
to  do  aa  ha  ought  aa  a  man  and  aa 
a  citizen.  Aa  Immoral  maa  la  not 
under  the  restraint  that  a  moral,  godly 
man  Is.  Ho  la  not  under  tbs  restrain¬ 
ing  Influence  of  conocleace  aad  right¬ 
eous  principles.  He  caa  he  bribed  or 
cajoled  or  flattered  Into  a  course  of 
action  contrary  to  tba  best  Interests  of 
tbe  State  or  community.  Instead,  of 
using  hi#  tights  aad  privileges  aa  a  cltl- 
ten  for  tne  general  good,  he  has  so  con¬ 
science  about  making  those  rights  and 
privileges  aerva  bis  own  selfish  ends; 
aad  whan  that  Is  the  can#,  yo#  have  a 
development  of  McKan##  end  Suther¬ 
lands.  aad  Tammaayttes,  and  such  like. 

There  nr#  some  whom  I  hold  caaaot 
be  citizens ;  the  very  business  la  which 
they  are  engaged  makes  It  Impossible. 
No  man  who  Is  engaged  la  the  rum  busi¬ 
ness.  I  care  not  who  ha  la,  ran  b#  a  good 
citizen.  Good  citizenship  and  beor-ssll- 
log  are  aa  aaomaly.  No  man  In  a  good 
citizen  who  never  exercises  bln  rights 
aad  privileges  aa  a  citizen  on  tba  aids  of 
good  fovsrnmsat.  And  the  Tnct  Is  that 
the  whole  army  of  maa  engaged  la  tba 
liquor  traffic  saver  think  ofexertlag  their 
rights  and  privileges  la  the  Interest  of 
_  morality  or  good  government.  They 
care  sot  for  the  guaeral  'good  of  the 
Htete  or  tbe  nation ;  they  throw  their  en¬ 
tire  Influence  on  tb#  elds  of  personal  In¬ 
terest  and  aggrandizement,  and  they 
have  no  ecru  pies  whatever  aa  to  tho 
methods  by  which  they  secure  their 
selfish  aims.  To  thorn  the  interests  ol 
the  rum  bualneee  ere  supreme. 

In  the  Duululon  of  Cauda  the  Gov- 


baa  ever  cursed  this  earth,  triage 
reproach  upon  the  cause  of  Christ,  end 
dishonors  tbe  name  of  the  Havlour  who 
died  on  the  cross  to  save  hint.  Away  In 
Africa,  In  a  newly  organized  Zulu  church, 
by-law  was  adopted  which  reads,  "No 
ember  shall  he  permitted  to  drink  the 
white  men  s  grog."  It  would  be  e  good 
thing  If  similar  by-laws  existed  lu  every 
church  In  Christendom,  aud  were  strictly 
enforced.  Tbe  church  would  be  purer, 
d  being  purer  her  power  for  good 
would  be  greeter,  and  God  would  make 
bar  more  l ban  ever  a  tlesalug  to  the 
world. 

We  should  not  forget  that  we  caa  en¬ 
joy  our  rights  and  privileges  as  earthly 
citizens  tor  only  a  little  while.  The 
main  thing  after  all  is  to  remember  that 
e  have  our  citizenship  in  heaven,  that 
loving  loyalty  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
should  dominate  all  our  life,  that  Hi# 
claims  should  always  be  glveu  lbs  first 
recognition,  and  that  nothing  whatever 
l^oqld  tie  allowed  to  lead  aa  to  ueglect 
or  set  aside  His  claims.  Ho  to-day  let  us 
yield  ourselves  afresh  to  Christ,  that  we 
may  be  true  to  Him  at  all  times.  In  all 
things ;  then  we  shall  be  the  b$st  Chris¬ 
tians  aad  the  beet  citizens,  best  fitted  to 
fill  our  place*  here  <>u  earth,  aod  best 
fitted  to  enjoy  the  glories  of  Christ  a 
Kingdom  forever.

*hip  lu  beaten,  is  above  all  baet  qn 
lied  to  exercise  all  the  rights  and  prl 
h-ges  of  eurtbly  citizenship;  aud  bei 
thus  qualified,  he  undoubtedly  ought 
inks  bis  place  us  u  citizen. 

Second.  Uootl  viitzennhiff  undoubte 
involves  u  prurtical  interest  in  public  affair, 
lie  who  has  no  concern  for  tbe  ten 
poral  or  moitH  well-being  of  his  fellow 
citizens,  who  takes  no  Interest  in  th< 
movement*  lu  tbe  state  or  nation  which 
affect  the  welfare  of  thousands,  or  wl 
never  does  anything  to  secure 
government  In  tbe  country,  should  hard¬ 
ly  be  classed  as  a  good  citizen.  It  la 
undoubtedly  tbe  ludlfference  aad  inac¬ 
tivity  of  a  large  number  of  the  Christian 
men  In  this  country  which  accounts  for 
the  existence  of  many  of  the  enormous 
evils  with  which  this  country  In  burden¬ 
ed.  For  If  those  whose  convictions  and 
sympathies  are  on  the  side  of  morality 
would  be  true  to  tbelr  convictions,  and 
would  unitedly  act  In  accordance  there¬ 
with,  many  of  these  evils,  as  waa  recent¬ 
ly  shown  In  this  State,  could  be  over¬ 
thrown  and  destroyed.  For  If  tbe  Chris¬ 
tian  people  would  unite,  an  they  ought 
to  unite,  to  overthrow  the  saloen,  and 
so  sweep  from  this  land  that  greatest 
enemy  to  tbe  welfare  aad  proeperlty  of 
the  country.  It  could  b#  done.  When

•'Itizeas  more  than  mere  party  allegiance, 
the  saloon  will  have  to  go.

From  what  has  al¬ 
ready  been  said  It  Is  clear  that  these  two 
go  together.  Good  citizenship  Involves 
opposition  to  the  liquor  traffic,  and  op¬ 
position  to  tbe  liquor  traffic  Involve# 
total  abstinence  from  the  use  of  Intoxi¬ 
cating  drink.  No  man  can  effectually 
oppoas  the  liquor  traffic  on  the  one  hand 
who  on  the  other  hand  supports  It  by  hie 
own  patronage.  A  moderate  drinker 
who  says  be  can  take  It  or  leave  It  alone, 
but  wbo  never  does  leave  It  elone,  but 
goes  right  oa  taking  it,  In  worse  than  tha 
poor  halpleee  drunkard,  who  In  a  slave 
to  the  terrible  appetite.  *  Every  Chris- 
tlan  ought  to  be  a  total  abstainer.  God's 
word  teaches  that <a  It  In  good  neither  to 
eat  flesh,  nor  to  drink  win#,  nor  anything 
whereby  thy  brother  ntumbieth,  or  I# 
offended,  or  Is  made  we#k.”  A  beer- 
drinker  can  never  live  a  consecrated 
Christian  life.  A  protoonlng  Christian 
who  drinks  lujuiee  himself  In  body  and 
soul,  causes  others  to  stumble,  sup¬ 
ports  tbe  most  Iniquitous  buelaeee  that
